to such course of instruction or the demonstration of adequate6

riding skills, shall be considered qualified to receive a7

safety an education certificate.8

4. The permit certificate fees collected under this section9

shall be credited to the special all-terrain vehicle fund and10

shall be used for safety and educational programs.11

5. A valid all-terrain vehicle safety or education12

certificate or license issued to a nonresident by a13

governmental authority of another state shall be considered14

a valid certificate or license in this state if the15

permit certification or license licensing requirements of the16

governmental authority, excluding fees, are substantially the17

same as the requirements of this chapter as determined by the18

commission.19

b. Such permits may be issued by the director of the30

department upon proper application and the payment of a fee31

of two twenty-five dollars for each meet or trial held, with32

the exception of meets or trials held for raccoon hunting, for33

which the fee shall be eight dollars.34

4. A representative of the department shall attend all such35
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meets or trials and enforce the laws and regulations governing1

same the meets or trials.2

5. The person or persons designated by the committee in3

charge to do the shooting for such meets or trials shall be4

known as the official guns, and no other person shall be5

permitted to kill or attempt to kill any of the birds released6

for such meets or trials.7

6. Before any birds are released under this section,8

they must shall each have attached a tag provided by the9

department and attached by a representative of the department10

at a cost of not more than ten cents for each tag.

d. “Wildlife” means any wild bird or wild animal, except2

fish or turtles, residing in or migrating through the state of3

Iowa.4

2. Except as provided in subsection 3, it shall be unlawful5

for a person to establish or maintain a baited area on any6

public or private property, or to knowingly allow another7

person to establish or maintain a baited area on private8

property in the state under the person’s lawful control. It9

shall be unlawful for a person to hunt, take, or attempt to10

take any wildlife on or in a baited area.11

3. The prohibitions contained in subsection 2 are not12

applicable to the following:13

a. Feed that is used to attract wildlife for viewing and14

observation if the feed is placed within fifty yards of a15

residence, dwelling, or other structure inhabited by a person.16

However, such an area shall be considered a baited area for the17

purpose of hunting, taking, or attempting to take wildlife in18

or on that area.19

b. Feed that is present solely as a result of normal20

agricultural, forest management, orchard management, wildlife21

food planting, or other similar land management practices.22

c. Feed that is placed for agricultural or livestock23

purposes if one or more of the following conditions apply:24

(1) The feed is placed for domestic livestock that are25

present and actively consuming the feed on a regular basis.26

(2) The feed is stored in a manner consistent with the27

person’s normal agricultural practices.28

d. Feed that is placed for purposes such as including29

but not limited to population control, capture and handling30

of wildlife, or other specific purposes under written31

authorization from the director or the director’s designee,32

or as otherwise provided by law. This section shall not be33

construed to limit employees of state or county agencies,34

the United States, or local animal control officers in the35

performance of their official duties related to education,1

public health, wildlife management, or wildlife removal.2

e. Feed that is placed for the purpose of luring fur-bearing3

animals for hunting or trapping as permitted by law.4

f. Feed that is placed within the confines of a whitetail5

deer hunting preserve that is licensed by the department6

pursuant to chapter 484C.7

g. Recreational feeding of waterfowl at federal, state,8

county, or city parks or refuges if not otherwise prohibited by9

the managing agency or municipality of such parks or refuges.10

3A. When entering private property, a person who is an11

official or agent of the department, or a person accompanying12

such an official or agent of the department shall comply with13

the provisions of section 455B.103. The person shall also14

comply with standard biosecurity requirements customarily15

required by the owner of livestock on the property and which16

are necessary in order to control the spread of disease among a17

livestock or wildlife population.18

4. A person who violates any provision of this section19

is guilty of a simple misdemeanor punishable as a scheduled20

violation under section 805.8B, subsection 3, paragraph “e”.21

5. In addition to any other penalties imposed under this22

section, a person charged with unlawful establishment or23

maintenance of a baited area shall immediately remove all feed24

from the baited area. Failure to do so shall constitute an25

additional violation of this section for each day that the feed26

remains.27

6. During the twelve-month period beginning July 1,28

2010, and ending June 30, 2011, peace officers shall issue29

only warning citations for violations of this section. This30

subsection is repealed July 1, 2011.31
